SEC. 102. CLASSIFIED SCHEDULE OF AUTHORIZATIONS.23

(a) SPECIFICATIONS OF AMOUNTS AND PERSONNEL24

CEILINGS.—The amounts authorized to be appropriated25
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under section 101, and the authorized personnel ceilings1

as of September 30, 2003, for the conduct of the intel-2

ligence and intelligence-related activities of the elements3

listed in such section, are those specified in the classified4

Schedule of Authorizations prepared to accompany the5

conference report on the bill lll of the One Hundred6

Seventh Congress.7

(b) AVAILABILITY OF CLASSIFIED SCHEDULE OF AU-8

THORIZATIONS.—The Schedule of Authorizations shall be9

made available to the Committees on Armed Services and10

Appropriations of the Senate and House of Representa-11

tives, to Members of Congress who so request, and to the12

President. The President shall provide for suitable dis-13

tribution of the Schedule, or of appropriate portions of the14

Schedule, within the executive branch.15

SEC. 103. PERSONNEL CEILING ADJUSTMENTS.16

(a) AUTHORITY FOR ADJUSTMENTS.—With the ap-17

proval of the Director of the Office of Management and18

Budget, the Director of Central Intelligence may authorize19

employment of civilian personnel in excess of the number20

authorized for fiscal year 2003 under section 102 when21

the Director of Central Intelligence determines that such22

action is necessary to the performance of important intel-23

ligence functions, except that the number of personnel em-24

ployed in excess of the number authorized under such sec-25
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tion may not, for any element of the intelligence commu-1

nity, exceed 2 percent of the number of civilian personnel2

authorized under such section for such element.3

(b) NOTICE TO INTELLIGENCE COMMITTEES.—The4

Director of Central Intelligence shall notify promptly the5

Permanent Select Committee on Intelligence of the House6

of Representatives and the Select Committee on Intel-7

ligence of the Senate whenever the Director exercises the8

authority granted by this section.9

SEC. 104. INTELLIGENCE COMMUNITY MANAGEMENT AC-10

COUNT.11

(a) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—There is12

authorized to be appropriated for the Community Manage-13

ment Account of the Director of Central Intelligence for14

fiscal year 2003 the sum of $157,979,000. Within such15

amount, funds identified in the classified Schedule of Au-16

thorizations referred to in section 102(a) for advanced re-17

search and development shall remain available until Sep-18

tember 30, 2004.19

(b) AUTHORIZED PERSONNEL LEVELS.—The ele-20

ments within the Intelligence Community Management21

Account of the Director of Central Intelligence are author-22

ized 309 full-time personnel as of September 30, 2003.23

Personnel serving in such elements may be permanent em-24

ployees of the Intelligence Community Management Ac-25
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count or personnel detailed from other elements of the1

United States Government.2

(c) CLASSIFIED AUTHORIZATIONS.—3

(1) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—In4

addition to amounts authorized to be appropriated5

for the Intelligence Community Management Ac-6

count by subsection (a), there are also authorized to7

be appropriated for the Intelligence Community8

Management Account for fiscal year 2003 such addi-9

tional amounts as are specified in the classified10

Schedule of Authorizations referred to in section11

102(a). Such additional amounts for research and12

development shall remain available until September13

30, 2004.14

(2) AUTHORIZATION OF PERSONNEL.—In addi-15

tion to the personnel authorized by subsection (b)16

for elements of the Intelligence Community Manage-17

ment Account as of September 30, 2003, there are18

hereby authorized such additional personnel for such19

elements as of that date as are specified in the clas-20

sified Schedule of Authorizations.21

(d) REIMBURSEMENT.—Except as provided in section22

113 of the National Security Act of 1947 (50 U.S.C.23

404h), during fiscal year 2003 any officer or employee of24

the United States or a member of the Armed Forces who25
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is detailed to the staff of the Intelligence Community Man-1

agement Account from another element of the United2

States Government shall be detailed on a reimbursable3

basis, except that any such officer, employee, or member4

may be detailed on a nonreimbursable basis for a period5

of less than one year for the performance of temporary6

functions as required by the Director of Central Intel-7

ligence.8

(e) NATIONAL DRUG INTELLIGENCE CENTER.—9

(1) IN GENERAL.—Of the amount authorized to10

be appropriated in subsection (a), $32,100,000 shall11

be available for the National Drug Intelligence Cen-12

ter. Within such amount, funds provided for re-13

search, development, testing, and evaluation pur-14

poses shall remain available until September 30,15

2004, and funds provided for procurement purposes16

shall remain available until September 30, 2005.17

(2) TRANSFER OF FUNDS.—The Director of18

Central Intelligence shall transfer to the Attorney19

General funds available for the National Drug Intel-20

ligence Center under paragraph (1). The Attorney21

General shall utilize funds so transferred for the ac-22

tivities of the National Drug Intelligence Center.23

(3) LIMITATION.—Amounts available for the24

National Drug Intelligence Center may not be used25
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in contravention of the provisions of section1

103(d)(1) of the National Security Act of 1947 (502

U.S.C. 403–3(d)(1)).3

(4) AUTHORITY.—Notwithstanding any other4

provision of law, the Attorney General shall retain5

full authority over the operations of the National6

Drug Intelligence Center.7

SEC. 105. INCORPORATION OF REPORTING REQUIRE-8

MENTS.9

(a) IN GENERAL.—Each requirement to submit a re-10

port to the congressional intelligence committees that is11

included in the joint explanatory statement to accompany12

the conference report on the bill lll of the One Hun-13

dred Seventh Congress, in the classified annex to this Act,14

in the report of the Senate to accompany the bill S.ll15

of the 107th Congress, or in the report of the House of16

Representatives to accompany the bill H.R.ll is hereby17

incorporated into this Act, and is hereby made a require-18

ment in law.19

(b) SUBMITTAL DATE.—The date for the submittal20

to the congressional intelligence committees of any report21

referred to in subsection (a), whether an annual report,22

semiannual report, or non-recurring report, shall be as23

provided for a report of that type in section 507 of the24
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National Security Act of 1947, as added by section 4011

of this Act.2

(c) CONGRESSIONAL INTELLIGENCE COMMITTEES3

DEFINED.—In this section, the term ‘‘congressional intel-4

ligence committees’’ means—5

(1) the Select Committee on Intelligence of the6

Senate; and7

(2) the Permanent Select Committee on Intel-8

the Roman alphabet.9

(b) USE BY INTELLIGENCE COMMUNITY.—The Di-10

rector shall ensure the use of the method established11

under subsection (a) in—12

(1) all communications among the elements of13

the intelligence community; and14

(2) all intelligence products of the intelligence15

community.16

National Counterintelligence Executive may consist of per-17

sonnel employed by the Office or personnel on detail from18

any other department, agency, or element of the Federal19

Government. Any such detail may be on a reimbursable20

or non-reimbursable basis, at the election of the head of21

the agency detailing such personnel.22

(2) Notwithstanding section 104(d) or any other pro-23

vision of law limiting the period of the detail of personnel24

on a non-reimbursable basis, the detail of an officer or25
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employee of United States or a member of the Armed1

Forces under paragraph (1) on a non-reimbursable basis2

may be for any period in excess of one year that the Na-3

tional Counterintelligence Executive and the head of the4

department, agency, or element concerned consider appro-5

priate.6

(3) The employment of personnel by the Office, in-7

cluding the appointment, compensation and benefits, man-8

agement, and separation of such personnel, shall be gov-9

erned by the provisions of law on such matters with re-10

spect to the personnel of the Central Intelligence Agency,11

except that, for purposes of the applicability of such provi-12

sions of law to personnel of the Office, the National Coun-13

terintelligence Executive shall be treated as the head of14

the Office.15

(4) Positions in the Office shall be excepted service16

positions for purposes of title 5, United States Code.17

(h) SUPPORT.—(1) The Attorney General, Secretary18

of Defense, and Director of Central Intelligence may each19

provide the Office of the National Counterintelligence Ex-20

ecutive such support as may be necessary to permit the21

Office to carry out its functions under this section.22

(2) Subject to any terms and conditions specified by23

the Director of Central Intelligence, the Director may pro-24

vide administrative and contract support to the Office as25
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if the Office were an element of the Central Intelligence1

Agency.2

(3) Support provided under this subsection may be3

provided on a reimbursable or non-reimbursable basis, at4

the election of the official providing such support.5

(i) AVAILABILITY OF FUNDS FOR REIMBURSE-6

MENT.—The National Counterintelligence Executive may,7

from amounts available for the Office, transfer to a de-8

partment or agency detailing personnel under subsection9

(g), or providing support under subsection (h), on a reim-10

bursable basis amounts appropriate to reimburse such de-11

partment or agency for the detail of such personnel or the12

provision of such support, as the case may be.13

(j) CONTRACTS.—(1) Subject to paragraph (2), the14

National Counterintelligence Executive may enter into any15

contract, lease, cooperative agreement, or other trans-16

action that the Executive considers appropriate to carry17

out the functions of the Office of the National Counter-18

intelligence Executive under this section.19

(2) The authority under paragraph (1) to enter into20

contracts, leases, cooperative agreements, and other trans-21

actions shall be subject to any terms, conditions, and limi-22

tations applicable to the Central Intelligence Agency under23

law with respect to similar contracts, leases, cooperative24

agreements, and other transactions.25
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(k) TREATMENT OF ACTIVITIES UNDER CERTAIN1

ADMINISTRATIVE LAWS.—(1) The provisions of the Fed-2

eral Advisory Committee Act (5 U.S.C. App.) shall not3

apply to the activities of the Office of the National Coun-4

terintelligence Executive.5

(2) The files of the Office shall be treated as oper-6

ational files of the Central Intelligence Agency for pur-7

poses of section 701 of the National Security Act of 19478

(50 U.S.C. 431) to the extent such files meet criteria9

under subsection (b) of that section for treatment of files10

as operational files of an element of the Agency.11

(l) OVERSIGHT BY CONGRESS.—The location of the12

Office of the National Counterintelligence Executive with-13

in the Executive Office of the President shall not be con-14

strued as affecting access by Congress, or any committee15

of Congress, to—16

(1) any information, document, record, or paper17

in the possession of the Office; or18

(2) any personnel of the Office.19

(m) DESIGNATION OF OFFICE AS ELEMENT OF IN-20

TELLIGENCE COMMUNITY.—Section 3(4) of the National21

Security Act of 1947 (50 U.S.C. 401a(4)) is amended—22

(1) in subparagraph (I), by striking ‘‘and’’ at23

the end;24
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(2) by redesignating subparagraph (J) as sub-1

paragraph (K); and2

(3) by inserting after subparagraph (I) the fol-3

lowing new subparagraph (J):4

‘‘(J) the Office of the National Counterintel-5

ligence Executive; and’’.6

TITLE VI—NATIONAL COMMIS-7

SION FOR REVIEW OF RE-8

SEC. 601. FINDINGS.13

Congress makes the following findings:14

(1) Research and development efforts under the15

purview of the intelligence community are vitally im-16

portant to the national security of the United States.17

(2) The intelligence community must operate in18

a dynamic, highly-challenging environment, charac-19

terized by rapid technological growth, against a20

growing number of hostile, technically-sophisticated21

threats. Research and development programs under22

the purview of the intelligence community are crit-23

ical to ensuring that intelligence agencies, and their24

personnel, are provided with important technological25
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capabilities to detect, characterize, assess, and ulti-1

mately counter the full range of threats to the na-2

tional security of the United States.3

(3) There is a need to review the full range of4

current research and development programs under5

the purview of the intelligence community, evaluate6

such programs against the scientific and techno-7

logical fields judged to be of most importance, and8

articulate program and resource priorities for future9

research and development activities to ensure a uni-10

fied and coherent research and development program11

across the entire intelligence community.12

SEC. 602. NATIONAL COMMISSION FOR THE REVIEW OF13

THE RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT PRO-14

GRAMS OF THE UNITED STATES INTEL-15

LIGENCE COMMUNITY.16

(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—There is established a com-17

mission to be known as the ‘‘National Commission for the18

Review of the Research and Development Programs of the19

United States Intelligence Community’’ (in this title re-20

ferred to as the ‘‘Commission’’).21

(b) COMPOSITION.—The Commission shall be com-22

posed of 11 members, as follows:23

(1) The Deputy Director of Central Intelligence24

for Community Management.25
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(2) Three members appointed by the Majority1

Leader of the Senate, in consultation with the2

Chairman of the Select Committee on Intelligence of3

the Senate, one from Members of the Senate and4

two from private life.5

(3) Two members appointed by the Minority6

Leader of the Senate, in consultation with the Vice7

Chairman of the Select Committee on Intelligence of8

the Senate, one from Members of the Senate and9

one from private life.10

(4) Three members appointed by the Speaker of11

the House of Representatives, in consultation with12

the Chairman of the Permanent Select Committee13

on Intelligence of the House of Representatives, one14

from Members of the House of Representatives and15

two from private life.16

(5) Two members appointed by the Minority17

Leader of the House of Representatives, in consulta-18

tion with the ranking member of the Permanent Se-19

lect Committee on Intelligence of the House of Rep-20

resentatives, one from Members of the House of21

Representatives and one from private life.22

(c) MEMBERSHIP.—(1) The individuals appointed23

from private life as members of the Commission shall be24
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individuals who are nationally recognized for expertise,1

knowledge, or experience in—2

(A) research and development programs;3

(B) technology discovery and insertion;4

(C) use of intelligence information by national5

policymakers and military leaders; or6

(D) the implementation, funding, or oversight7

of the national security policies of the United States.8

(2) An official who appoints members of the Commis-9

sion may not appoint an individual as a member of the10

Commission if, in the judgment of the official, such indi-11

vidual possesses any personal or financial interest in the12

discharge of any of the duties of the Commission.13

(3) All members of the Commission appointed from14

private life shall possess an appropriate security clearance15

in accordance with applicable laws and regulations con-16

cerning the handling of classified information.17

(d) CO-CHAIRS.—(1) The Commission shall have two18

co-chairs, selected from among the members of the Com-19

mission.20

(2) One co-chair of the Commission shall be a mem-21

ber of the Democratic Party, and one co-chair shall be22

a member of the Republican Party.23

(3) The individuals who serve as the co-chairs of the24

Commission shall be jointly agreed upon by the President,25
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the Majority Leader of the Senate, the Minority Leader1

of the Senate, the Speaker of the House of Representa-2

tives, and the Minority Leader of the House of Represent-3

atives.4

(e) APPOINTMENT; INITIAL MEETING.—(1) Members5

of the Commission shall be appointed not later than 456

days after the date of the enactment of this Act.7

(2) The Commission shall hold its initial meeting on8

the date that is 60 days after the date of the enactment9

of this Act.10

(f) MEETINGS; QUORUM; VACANCIES.—(1) After its11

initial meeting, the Commission shall meet upon the call12

of the co-chairs of the Commission.13

(2) Six members of the Commission shall constitute14

a quorum for purposes of conducting business, except that15

two members of the Commission shall constitute a quorum16

for purposes of receiving testimony.17

(3) Any vacancy in the Commission shall not affect18

its powers, but shall be filled in the same manner in which19

the original appointment was made.20

(4) If vacancies in the Commission occur on any day21

after 45 days after the date of the enactment of this Act,22

a quorum shall consist of a majority of the members of23

the Commission as of such day.24
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(g) ACTIONS OF COMMISSION.—(1) The Commission1

shall act by resolution agreed to by a majority of the mem-2

bers of the Commission voting and present.3

(2) The Commission may establish panels composed4

of less than the full membership of the Commission for5

purposes of carrying out the duties of the Commission6

under this title. The actions of any such panel shall be7

subject to the review and control of the Commission. Any8

findings and determinations made by such a panel shall9

not be considered the findings and determinations of the10

Commission unless approved by the Commission.11

(3) Any member, agent, or staff of the Commission12

may, if authorized by the co-chairs of the Commission,13

take any action which the Commission is authorized to14

take pursuant to this title.15

(h) DUTIES.—The duties of the Commission shall16

be—17

(1) to conduct, until not later than the date on18

which the Commission submits the report under sec-19

tion 607(a), the review described in subsection (i);20

and21

(2) to submit to the congressional intelligence22

committees, the Director of Central Intelligence, and23

the Secretary of Defense a final report on the re-24

sults of the review.25
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(i) REVIEW.—The Commission shall review the status1

of research and development programs and activities with-2

in the intelligence community, including—3

(1) an assessment of the advisability of modi-4

fying the scope of research and development for pur-5

poses of such programs and activities;6

(2) a review of the particular individual re-7

search and development activities under such pro-8

grams;9

(3) an evaluation of the current allocation of re-10

sources for research and development, including11

whether the allocation of such resources for that12

purpose should be modified;13

(4) an identification of the scientific and tech-14

nological fields judged to be of most importance to15

the intelligence community;16

(5) an evaluation of the relationship between17

the research and development programs and activi-18

ties of the intelligence community and the research19

and development programs and activities of other20

departments and agencies of the Federal Govern-21

ment; and22

(6) an evaluation of the relationship between23

the research and development programs and activi-24

ties of the intelligence community and the research25
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and development programs and activities of the pri-1

vate sector.2

SEC. 603. POWERS OF COMMISSION.3

(a) IN GENERAL.—(1) The Commission or, on the4

authorization of the Commission, any subcommittee or5

member thereof, may, for the purpose of carrying out the6

provisions of this title—7

(A) hold such hearings and sit and act at such8

times and places, take such testimony, receive such9

evidence, and administer such oaths; and10

(B) require, by subpoena or otherwise, the at-11

tendance and testimony of such witnesses and the12

production of such books, records, correspondence,13

memoranda, papers, and documents, as the Commis-14

sion or such designated subcommittee or designated15

member considers necessary.16

(2) Subpoenas may be issued under subparagraph17

(1)(B) under the signature of the co-chairs of the Commis-18

sion, and may be served by any person designated by such19

co-chairs.20

(3) The provisions of sections 102 through 104 of the21

Revised Statutes of the United States (2 U.S.C. 192–194)22

shall apply in the case of any failure of a witness to comply23

with any subpoena or to testify when summoned under24

authority of this section.25
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(b) CONTRACTING.—The Commission may, to such1

extent and in such amounts as are provided in advance2

in appropriation Acts, enter into contracts to enable the3

Commission to discharge its duties under this title.4

(c) INFORMATION FROM FEDERAL AGENCIES.—The5

Commission may secure directly from any executive de-6

partment, agency, bureau, board, commission, office, inde-7

pendent establishment, or instrumentality of the Govern-8

ment information, suggestions, estimates, and statistics9

for the purposes of this title. Each such department, agen-10

cy, bureau, board, commission, office, establishment, or in-11

strumentality shall, to the extent authorized by law, fur-12

nish such information, suggestions, estimates, and statis-13

tics directly to the Commission, upon request of the co-14

chairs of the Commission. The Commission shall handle15

and protect all classified information provided to it under16

this section in accordance with applicable statutes and reg-17

ulations.18

(d) ASSISTANCE FROM FEDERAL AGENCIES.—(1)19

The Director of Central Intelligence shall provide to the20

Commission, on a nonreimbursable basis, such administra-21

tive services, funds, staff, facilities, and other support22

services as are necessary for the performance of the Com-23

mission’s duties under this title.24
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(2) The Secretary of Defense may provide the Com-1

mission, on a nonreimbursable basis, with such adminis-2

trative services, staff, and other support services as the3

Commission may request.4

(3) In addition to the assistance set forth in para-5

graphs (1) and (2), other departments and agencies of the6

United States may provide the Commission such services,7

funds, facilities, staff, and other support as such depart-8

ments and agencies consider advisable and as may be au-9

thorized by law.10

(4) The Commission shall receive the full and timely11

cooperation of any official, department, or agency of the12

United States Government whose assistance is necessary13

for the fulfillment of the duties of the Commission under14

this title, including the provision of full and current brief-15

ings and analyses.16

(e) PROHIBITION ON WITHHOLDING INFORMA-17

TION.—No department or agency of the Government may18

withhold information from the Commission on the grounds19

that providing the information to the Commission would20

constitute the unauthorized disclosure of classified infor-21

mation or information relating to intelligence sources or22

methods.23

(f) POSTAL SERVICES.—The Commission may use24

the United States mails in the same manner and under25
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the same conditions as the departments and agencies of1

the United States.2

(g) GIFTS.—The Commission may accept, use, and3

dispose of gifts or donations of services or property in car-4

rying out its duties under this title.5

SEC. 604. STAFF OF COMMISSION.6

(a) IN GENERAL.—(1) The co-chairs of the Commis-7

sion, in accordance with rules agreed upon by the Commis-8

sion, shall appoint and fix the compensation of a staff di-9

rector and such other personnel as may be necessary to10

enable the Commission to carry out its duties, without re-11

gard to the provisions of title 5, United States Code, gov-12

erning appointments in the competitive service, and with-13

out regard to the provisions of chapter 51 and subchapter14

III or chapter 53 of such title relating to classification15

and General Schedule pay rates, except that no rate of16

pay fixed under this subsection may exceed the equivalent17

of that payable to a person occupying a position at level18

V of the Executive Schedule under section 5316 of such19

title.20

(2) Any Federal Government employee may be de-21

tailed to the Commission without reimbursement from the22

Commission, and such detailee shall retain the rights, sta-23

tus, and privileges of his or her regular employment with-24

out interruption.25
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(3) All staff of the Commission shall possess a secu-1

rity clearance in accordance with applicable laws and regu-2

lations concerning the handling of classified information.3

(b) CONSULTANT SERVICES.—(1) The Commission4

may procure the services of experts and consultants in ac-5

cordance with section 3109 of title 5, United States Code,6

but at rates not to exceed the daily rate paid a person7

occupying a position at level IV of the Executive Schedule8

under section 5315 of such title.9

(2) All experts and consultants employed by the Com-10

mission shall possess a security clearance in accordance11

with applicable laws and regulations concerning the han-12

dling of classified information.13

SEC. 605. COMPENSATION AND TRAVEL EXPENSES.14

(a) COMPENSATION.—(1) Except as provided in para-15

graph (2), each member of the Commission may be com-16

pensated at not to exceed the daily equivalent of the an-17

nual rate of basic pay in effect for a position at level IV18

of the Executive Schedule under section 5315 of title 5,19

United States Code, for each day during which that mem-20

ber is engaged in the actual performance of the duties of21

the Commission under this title.22

(2) Members of the Commission who are officers or23

employees of the United States or Members of Congress24
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shall receive no additional pay by reason of their service1

on the Commission.2

(b) TRAVEL EXPENSES.—While away from their3

homes or regular places of business in the performance4

of services for the Commission, members of the Commis-5

sion may be allowed travel expenses, including per diem6

in lieu of subsistence, in the same manner as persons em-7

ployed intermittently in the Government service are al-8

lowed expenses under section 5703(b) of title 5, United9

States Code.10

SEC. 606. TREATMENT OF INFORMATION RELATING TO NA-11

TIONAL SECURITY.12

(a) IN GENERAL.—(1) The Director of Central Intel-13

ligence shall assume responsibility for the handling and14

disposition of any information related to the national secu-15

rity of the United States that is received, considered, or16

used by the Commission under this title.17

(2) Any information related to the national security18

of the United States that is provided to the Commission19

by a congressional intelligence committee may not be fur-20

ther provided or released without the approval of the21

chairman of such committee.22

(b) ACCESS AFTER TERMINATION OF COMMIS-23

SION.—Notwithstanding any other provision of law, after24

the termination of the Commission under section 607, only25
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the Members and designated staff of the congressional in-1

telligence committees, the Director of Central Intelligence2

(and the designees of the Director), and such other offi-3

cials of the executive branch as the President may des-4

ignate shall have access to information related to the na-5

tional security of the United States that is received, con-6

sidered, or used by the Commission.7

SEC. 607. FINAL REPORT; TERMINATION.8

(a) FINAL REPORT.—Not later than September 1,9

2003, the Commission shall submit to the congressional10

intelligence committees, the Director of Central Intel-11

ligence, and the Secretary of Defense a final report as re-12

quired by section 602(h)(2).13

(b) TERMINATION.—(1) The Commission, and all the14

authorities of this title, shall terminate at the end of the15

120-day period beginning on the date on which the final16

report under subsection (a) is transmitted to the congres-17

sional intelligence committees.18

(2) The Commission may use the 120-day period re-19

ferred to in paragraph (1) for the purposes of concluding20

its activities, including providing testimony to Congress21

concerning the final report referred to in that paragraph22

and disseminating the report.23
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SEC. 608. ASSESSMENTS OF FINAL REPORT.1

Not later than 60 days after receipt of the final re-2

port under section 607(a), the Director of Central Intel-3

ligence and the Secretary of Defense shall each submit to4

the congressional intelligence committees an assessment5

by the Director or the Secretary, as the case may be, of6

the final report. Each assessment shall include such com-7

ments on the findings and recommendations contained in8

the final report as the Director or Secretary, as the case9

may be, considers appropriate.10

SEC. 609. INAPPLICABILITY OF CERTAIN ADMINISTRATIVE11

PROVISIONS.12

(a) FEDERAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE ACT.—The pro-13

visions of the Federal Advisory Committee Act (5 U.S.C.14

App.) shall not apply to the activities of the Commission15

under this title.16

(b) FREEDOM OF INFORMATION ACT.—The provi-17

sions of section 552 of title 5, United States Code (com-18

monly referred to as the Freedom of Information Act),19

shall not apply to the activities, records, and proceedings20

of the Commission under this title.21

SEC. 610. FUNDING.22

(a) TRANSFER FROM THE COMMUNITY MANAGE-23

MENT ACCOUNT.—Of the amounts authorized to be appro-24

priated by this Act for the Intelligence Technology Innova-25

tion Center of the Community Management Account, the26
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Deputy Director of Central Intelligence for Community1

Management shall transfer to the Director of Central In-2

telligence $2,000,000 for purposes of the activities of the3

Commission under this title.4

(b) AVAILABILITY IN GENERAL.—The Director of5

Central Intelligence shall make available to the Commis-6

sion, from the amount transferred to the Director under7

subsection (a), such amounts as the Commission may re-8

quire for purposes of the activities of the Commission9

under this title.10

(c) DURATION OF AVAILABILITY.—Amounts made11

available to the Commission under subsection (b) shall re-12

main available until expended.13

SEC. 611. DEFINITIONS.14

In this title:15

(1) CONGRESSIONAL INTELLIGENCE COMMIT-16

TEES.—The term ‘‘congressional intelligence com-17

mittees’’ means—18

(A) the Select Committee on Intelligence of19

the Senate; and20

(B) the Permanent Select Committee on21

Intelligence of the House of Representatives.22

(2) INTELLIGENCE COMMUNITY.—The term23

‘‘intelligence community’’ has the meaning given24
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that term in section 3 of the National Security Act1

of 1947 (50 U.S.C. 401a).2
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
